Major crime investigators in 
Halifax are being cautious 
about the information they re¬ 
lease about a recent murder in 
order to get unbiased tips from 
the public, according to an 
RCMP spokesperson. 

Police said Saturday the last 
known location of Matthew 
Anthony Penney was in north- 
end Dartmouth on New Year’s 
Eve — but they didn’t specify 
where or when the 26 -year-old 
was last seen alive. 

“If we get too specific, 
people will be swayed by that,” 
explained RCMP Cpl. Scott Mac- 
Rae in an interview Sunday. 
“We’re releasing north-end 
Dartmouth because we’re com¬ 
fortable that’s where he was 
last seen, but we still want the 
public to provide information 
that’s not been directed by us.” 


Collecting information 


Anyone with information is 
asked to contact police or 
Crime Stoppers via phone, 
email or text message. 


Penney’s burnt body was 
found at the entrance to Oak- 
field Provincial Park on New 
Year’s Day. 

Police haven’t released any 
information about the cause or 
circumstances of his death, in¬ 
cluding whether the man died 
at the park or elsewhere. 

It’s also not clear yet wheth¬ 
er the murder was a random 
act. 

MacRae said investigators 
are working to construct a time¬ 
line of Penney’s movements in 
the hours before his death. 

“They’re getting informa¬ 
tion from a lot of sources and 
they want it to continue, but... 
we want all information com¬ 
ing in to not be impacted by 
what we release,” he said.

Murder victim's mother 
still telling daughter’s

Torina Simon’s bubbly grand¬ 
son brings her plenty of joy, but 
the three-year-old is also a con¬ 
stant reminder of her daugh¬ 
ter’s unsolved murder. 

“I see Key’vontay, and he 
looks just like her,” she said 
Sunday. “His eyes, his face ... he 
looks exactly like his mother.” 

Keya Simon, 19, died when 
she was stabbed during a party 
at her sister’s apartment on 
Pinecrest Drive on Jan. 8, 2011. 

Keya’s half-sister, Tiesha Al¬ 
lison, was stabbed during the 
same altercation — but so far 
police have not laid any char-

ges in the case. 

As the three-year anniver- 
saiy of the murder approaches, 
Simon said she remains furious 
at Allison for not telling police 
what happened that night. 

“She’s got the attitude of, 
‘Who cares about Keya,”’ said 
Simon. “That’s what really 
keeps me away from her, be¬ 
cause I want to put my hands 
around her neck and get myself 
in trouble.” 

Simon said she’s routinely 
approached by people who 
try to tell her rumours about 
Keya’s death, and she routinely 
implores them to go to the po¬ 
lice — to no avail. 

She appealed to the 30 
people who were at the party 
that night to give investigators 
the information that could lead 
to charges. 

“You need to clear your con¬ 
science and stop hying to hide 
it,” she said. “You’re keeping a 
secret that could set somebody

The body of a Canadian 
warship crew member 
who was found dead 
while on shore leave in 
the Seychelles islands in 
the Indian Ocean will be 
returned to Halifax on 
Monday. 

The Department of 
National Defence says 
a private repatriation 
ceremony for family and 
friends of Lt. Andrew F. 
Webster will take place 
at the Halifax Stanfield 
International Airport 
around 2 p.m. 

Webster was serving 
on board HMCS Toronto, 
which has been part of 
counterterrorism and 
anti-piracy operations in 
the Arabian Sea for most 
of the year. 

The military says 
Webster, a 15-year 
member of the Can¬ 
adian Armed Forces, 
was found dead in his 
hotel room on Thursday 
afternoon. 

Lt.-Col. Christian 
Lemay said an autopsy 
has been conducted by 
local police and another 
will be conducted by 
Canadian officials. 

The military said his 
death was not combat- 
related and that foul 
play is not suspected. 

Defence Minister Rob 
Nicholson offered his 
condolences to Web¬ 
ster’s family last week. 

“The loss of any 
member of the Canadian 
Armed Forces is tragic 
and affects each and 
every one of us on the 
defence team,” Nichol¬ 
son said in a statement.

Snow-clearing budget 
getting plowed over

Snow crews in Halifax have 
had their work cut out for 
them this winter — most 
recently with clearing the 
25 centimetres of snow that 
blanketed city streets in Fri¬ 
day’s whiteout blizzard. 

The season’s higher-than- 
usual storm activity has led 
city officials to re-examine 
the money it spends on snow 
removal. 

“We will be looking more 
closely at the budget over the 
coming weeks,” said Darrin 
Natalino, acting superintend¬ 
ent of winter works for Hali¬ 
fax Regional Municipality, on 
Saturday afternoon. 

“Typically, we don’t see 
this much storm activity 
through December and into 
January,” he said. “It’s defin¬ 
itely been a rough go but it’s 
a matter of public safety, so 
we’re certainly not going to 
let that purse empty out.” 

Mayor Mike Savage said 
during an interview on Sat¬ 
urday the city would budget 
what it needs to to provide 
the public with safe streets. 

“We will give all the re¬ 
sources necessary to get the 
job done,” said Savage. 

Snow-clearing operations 
were in full swing over the 



weekend, said Natalino, with 
crews working non-stop, day 
and night, beginning Friday. 

“At the full height of 
things ... there were well 
over 200 plows on the roads,” 
he said. 

By Saturday afternoon, 
crews had cleared 90 per cent 
of city streets. 

According to Environment 
Canada, this winter has been 
“out of the ordinaiy” for Hali¬ 
fax. 


“It’s a little unusual, the 
number of storms we’ve had 
through December,” said me¬ 
teorologist Linda Libby. 

“We normally don’t see 
(that) happening until Janu¬ 
ary and Februaiy.” 

Natalino said he hopes 
residents recognize the com¬ 
mitment Halifax snow crews 
make to the city. 

“In the end, we all want to 
get home safe and sound, just 
like eveiyone else.”

Ottawa won’t scrap Cyclone chopper purchase 


The federal government 
has decided not to scrap its 
troubled purchase of CH-148 
Cyclone helicopters. 

Instead, Ottawa will go 
ahead with its plan to acquire 
the maritime choppers to re¬ 
place the decades-old CH-124 
Sea Kings, which it will start 
retiring next year. 

The plan to replace the 
50-year-old Sea Kings — which 


fly from the decks of Canadian 
warships — is years behind 
schedule, millions over its ori¬ 
ginal price and is apparently 
beset with technical glitches. 

Last year, the Public Works 
Department indicated it was 
looking at other aircraft be¬ 
cause Cyclone manufacturer 
Sikorsky had delivered just 
four test aircraft, which Na¬ 
tional Defence has refused to 


formally accept. 

Public Works had previous¬ 
ly asked for an independent 
analysis of whether Sikorsky 
could deliver what it prom¬ 
ised. 

The government says that 
report found the program to 
replace the Sea Kings “would 
be viable with a different pro¬ 
ject structure and governance 
model.” 


A news release issued late 
on Friday afternoon says the 
air force will have fully ca¬ 
pable Cyclone helicopters by 
2018. 

Public Works Minister 
Diane Finley said Sikorsky 
has agreed to deliver the new 
helicopters without any addi¬ 
tional cost to the federal gov¬ 
ernment.

A task force report has been 
handed in to the British Col¬ 
umbia and Alberta govern¬

It’s an idea the environ¬ 
mental group ForestEthics 
calls “underhanded.” 

It’s a “backdoor way for 
industiy to bring tankers 
to the coast without the 
same sort of public over¬ 
sight or public process that 
we’ve had around the En- 
bridge pipeline or would 
have around the Kinder 


Morgan pipeline,” said Ben 
West, campaign director for 
ForestEthics. 

A joint provincial working 
group was announced by pre¬ 
miers Christy Clark and Ali¬ 
son Redford in July to develop 
recommendations related 
to energy exports and the 
opening of new export mar¬ 
kets for products like bitu¬ 
men for the two provinces, 
including pipeline and rail 
transport.

Oil transport by rail has 
become a contentious topic 
after a train containing crude 
oil derailed and exploded in 
Lac-Megantic, Que., in July, 
killing 47 people, and an¬ 
other train exploded without 
injuries last month in North 
Dakota. 

“Myself and other people 


were pretty freaked out about 
what happened there,” West 
said of the two fiery blasts. 

The provincial working 
group was mandated to sub¬ 
mit a report to both leaders 
by the end of December. 

An Alberta government 
official did not respond to a

More boreal 
forest protected, 
but challenges 
remain: Group 

Canada has made signifi¬ 
cant strides in protecting 
the vast boreal forest that 
stretches across most of 
its provinces and territor¬ 
ies, but the world’s largest 
intact forest ecosystem 
still faces threats, says an 
environmental group. 

The amount of boreal 
forest under some form of 
government protection has 
doubled since 2007 to about 
12 per cent of the total area, 
biologist Jeff Wells of the 
Canadian Boreal Initiative 
said recently. 

“That’s a big rate of 
increase in a short time and 
we’re hoping that’s going to 
continue,” he said.

Plane from Toronto slides 
off runway at N.Y. airport 


A plane from Toronto slid into 
snow as it turned onto a taxi¬ 
way after landing at John F. 
Kennedy International Airport 
on Sunday, halting flights at 
the airport for two hours and 
causing residual delays. 

“It could have been worse, 
a much worse scenario,” Jor¬ 
dan Houlton told reporters 
after he emerged from Delta 
Connection 4100 along with 
34 other passengers and crew 
members about 90 minutes 
after the slippery diversion of 
the aircraft. 

Federal Aviation Adminis¬ 
tration spokeswoman Kath¬ 
leen Bergen said there was no 
immediate report of injuries 
after the plane landed safely 
at 8 a.m., only to lose its foot¬ 
ing and slide into snow as it 
turned from the runway onto 
a taxiway. 

The plane was then towed 
to a gate with passengers on 
board, she said. 


The Port Authority of New 
York and New Jersey, which 
operates the airport, said 
operations for domestic and 
international flights were sus¬ 
pended for about two hours 
because of slick runways, leav¬ 
ing passengers at crowded 
gates. Flights resumed after 
10 a.m. on two of the airport’s 
four runways, but residual 
delays for passengers were ex¬ 
pected to linger. 

The landing came two 
days after a major snowstorm 
dumped 15 centimetres of 
snow in New York City, forcing 
the cancellation of hundreds 
of flights and stranding pas¬ 
sengers both in the city and 
throughout the world who 
were heading to New York. 
Passengers from cancelled 
flights continued to fill the 
few remaining seats on many 
planes already crowded by 
holiday travellers.

Syrian opposition fighters 
battled rival rebels from an

Assad since the country’s con¬ 
flict began. 

The clashes, which broke 
out on Friday and have spread 
to parts of four provinces, 
pit an array of moderate and 
ultraconservative Islamist brig¬ 
ades against the Islamic State of 
Iraq and the Levant, an extrem¬

Survivors sought after 
India building collapse 



Rescuers using backhoes and 
shovels searched for survivors 
Sunday under a massive pile 
of broken concrete and dust 
that was left when a residential 
building under construction 
collapsed in southern India, 
killing at least 15 workers. 

Authorities suspected doz¬ 
ens more may be trapped 
under the rubble, but were still 
tiying to determine how many 
workers were on site when the 
five-storey structure crumpled 
Saturday afternoon in the state 
of Goa. Witnesses reported see¬ 
ing at least 40 workers. 

Soldiers and firefighters lis¬ 
tened for movement or cries 
from the wreckage as they 
worked overnight to clear the 
debris, state official Venancio 
Furtado said. 

At least 10 people were 
pulled out alive overnight, but 
the chance of finding survivors 
was dwindling, Furtado said. By 
Sunday afternoon, the death 
toll had reached 15, according 
to the state government.

Smoking marijuana on school 
property would land most 
high schoolers in the princi¬ 
pal’s office, but Noah Kirkman 


is actually encouraged to head 
there and ingest the drug. 

The 15-year-old Western 
Canada High School student 
is a licensed medicinal mari¬ 
juana user after finding the 
drug far more effective than 
prescription offerings for 
treating Tourette Syndrome 
and attention-deficit disorder. 

“It doesn’t have any with¬ 
drawal effects and I can’t 
(overdose) on it,” explained 
the confident student, who 
has aspirations of practising 
photojournalism someday. “It 


helps me keep calm; it helps 
me keep focused.” 

Kirkman received his li¬ 
cence in September and he 
and mother Lisa say they pro¬ 
actively approached Calgaiy 
Board of Education admin¬ 
istrators to discuss terms on 
how the teen could ingest his 
medicine on school property. 

At first, it was thought 
Kirkman could use his “one- 
hitter,” which looks like a ciga¬ 
rette, out front of the school. 
But when it became too cold 
it was agreed he could pop by 



the vice-principaTs office and 
use his marijuana vaporizer 
three times a day, before class, 
after class and over the lunch 
hour. 

Kirkman’s device is no big¬ 
ger than a walkie-talkie and 
he simply flicks a switch that 
heats his medicine to 367 F. 

The CBE would not confirm 
the Kirkman family’s account, 
citing privacy concerns, and 
said it doesn’t have informa¬ 
tion to indicate whether other 
students have been granted 
similar concessions to use 


marijuana on school property. 
But Kirkman and his mom 
were interviewed separately 
to determine whether their 
accounts check out and Metro 
was provided with proof of the 
teen’s medicinal marijuana li¬ 
cence. 

Lisa is also a licensed ma¬ 
rijuana user and no stranger 
to generating headlines for 
her use of the drug. In 2011, 
she and three others ingested 
marijuana using a vaporizer 
aboard a Westjet flight bound 
for Toronto. 




The Martian Chronicles: Ottawa 
woman researches life on Mars 


An Ottawa woman is living 
like a Martian for the next 
two weeks in a Utah desert 
research facility designed 
to simulate fife on the red 
planet. 

Elizabeth Howell, a Carle- 
ton University graduate and 
aerospace science PhD stu¬ 
dent in North Dakota, joins a 
six-member crew in the Mars 
Desert Research Station near 
Hanksville, Utah. One crew 
member is from France and 
four are from the U.S. 

The MDRS is a two-floor, 
1,200 square foot facility, 


equipped with bathrooms, 
bedrooms, and ladders to 
access a common area. Un¬ 
able to speak by phone Sun¬ 
day, she wrote in an email 
to Metro that her living ar¬ 
rangement is like staying at a 
cabin, but with a space twist. 

“It’s powered by gener¬ 
ators, we have limited run¬ 
ning water, and we leave 
the habitat in groups of 
at least two for safety rea¬ 
sons,” wrote Howell. “The 
twist is that once we enter 
the simulation, we generally 
only wear spacesuits while 


we’re outside. That’s because 
on Mars, you would need a 
spacesuit to survive.” 

Howell was selected to 
participate in the program 
run by the not-for-profit 
group, The Mars Society, 
until Jan. 20. She is also a 
freelance journalist for sev¬ 
eral science publications. 

She will act as an observ¬ 
er and document her jour¬ 
ney for Space.com as well as 
gather information for the 
crew’s experiments. 

While she said she be¬ 
lieves humans will one day 


inhabit Mars, she’s not inter¬ 
ested in being one of them 
if it means there’s no return 
flight home. 

Christy Foley, a 32-year- 
old Edmonton woman (see 
sidebar), is one of the latest 
to make the short list for a 
one-way trip to Mars in 2024 
through The Mars One Pro¬ 
ject, developed by Dutch 
space entrepreneur Bas Lan- 
dorp.

Though, part of the plan is to 
develop our own farms and orchards, so I hopefully 
won’t have to miss the feel of nature for long.” 

Foley said thanks to volunteer work with the Girl 
Guides of Canada, she has a great sense of leadership 
and extensive experience with first aid. 

Foley will have to complete a medical examination 
and have a “job interview” as part of the four-round 
selection process. 

She expects the process to be complete by 2016, 
with training kicking off for the selected few in 2017 
and a departure date set for 2024. 

“It’s definitely not going to happen tomorrow,” 
she laughed. “I will get to enjoy some time with my 
family while I am here.”

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MCNEIL BROS BIDDING BLUNDER? 


It is too soon to draw conclusions, but the patron¬ 
age portents from Stephen McNeil’s first three 
months in power are not promising. 

First, there was the case of Glennie Langille, 
the defeated Liberal candidate and former party 
communications chief. Without benefit of a com¬ 
petition, McNeil handed her an $85,000-per-year 
plum as the province’s new chief of protocol. 

The apolitical position—which involves co¬ 
ordinating official ceremonies, hosting royal 
and other high-mucky-muclc visitors, and man¬ 
aging the Order of Nova Scotia—was previously 
held by a public servant. 

There was no good reason, and no need, for 
McNeil to plop the job back into the fetid patron¬ 
age pool. 

That he publicly defended his appointment (“a great choice”) 
and dismissed criticism (“I’ve answered more questions here 
from each of you,” he told reporters, “than I have from anyone out 
on main street”) shows McNeil sliding down the slippery, entitled-

to-his-entitlements slope that would eventually 
cost Darrell Dexter his job. 

The latest example—awarding a tender to a 
freshly formed consulting company owned by 
Chris McNeil, the premier’s brother—is more 
complicated. 

The $16,750 contract, which is renewable for 
up to four years, is to devise a training course for 
the transportation department’s 40 compliance 
officers, the folks who inspect heavy commer¬ 
cial vehicles at highway weigh stations. 

McNeil’s company, Seventeen Consulting— 
named after the 17 siblings in the McNeil 
family?—was one of three bidders. Although 
tenders closed Oct. 30, the province didn’t post 
the results until Dec. 30. 

The province says it referred the contract to Conflict of In¬ 
terest Commissioner Merlin Nunn “as a precaution,” but it 
doesn’t say when, or if that was the reason for the delay in 
awarding it.

Emile Hirsch isn’t a ripped 
type, like his Lone Survivor 
castmates Mark Wahlberg 
and Taylor Kitsch. Yet he plays 
a SEAL in the adaptation of 
Marcus Luttrell’s book, which 
details a mission gone disas¬ 
trously awry when a quartet 
of soldiers went to capture or 
kill a Taliban leader in 2005 
and wound up ambushed, 
fighting for their lives. Hirsch, 
who plays soldier Danny 
Dietz, says it was intensely dif¬ 
ficult — which is exactly what 
he wanted. 


What drew you to playing a 
SEAL? 

A lot of people when they 
think of Navy SEALs, they 
think of this G.I. Joe type. 
When I read the book, I real¬ 
ized that’s not who Danny 
Dietz was. He was someone 
I could really relate to. He 
was an artist. He was a great 
drawer. He was a quiet, serious 
person who was soft-spoken. 
But when that switch flipped 
he was all business. 

The film isn’t particularly 
jingoistic, but it also doesn’t 
get into the question of 
whether war is just or not. 

It’s not a political movie. It’s 
not a movie that dabbled in, 
“Should we be there?” It’s 
on a smaller scale. It’s about 
representing the type of 
person or the type of courage 
it takes to be one of these 
soldiers. 

Was it difficult convincing 
Peter Berg to cast you as 


one of the toughest kinds of 
soldiers? 

Peter Berg flat-out said to 
me when I first tried to get 
the part, “You don’t have the 
physicality. No offence, man.” I 
just wanted to be in the movie 
so badly. I didn’t take no for an 
answer. I kept on emailing him 
and calling him and texting 
him and writing him letters. 
Eventually he sent me this text 
that just read, “Show up at 
Gold’s early tomorrow.” I wrote 
him back and said, “Early? 
What time?” No response. So 
I realized, “OK, this is a test.” 

I woke up at 3:30, and I went 
to Gold’s in Venice Beach and 
waited there for them to come 
and unlock it. The guy came 
at 6 to open it up. He was like, 
“Alright, man, come back here 
at 8:30, Peter will be here.” So 
I went and took a nap at my 
buddy’s apartment. 

I went back, I just followed 
Peter, who was working out 
like a beast with a trainer. At 
the end of the day, Pete took 


me aside and was like, “How 
badly do you want to be in this 
movie?” I was like, “Really f— 
ing bad.” He was like, “How 
hard do you want to work?” I 
said, “I’ll be here eveiy day.” 
He said, “Alright, that’s what 
you’re going to do, six days a 
week.” I asked if he was giving 
me the part. He said, “No.” So 
I trained six days a week for 
hours and hours a day. It was 
three months before they gave 
me the part. They were trying 
to simulate an environment 
that would make me want to 
quit. I never did. 

How was getting out of 
shape after the movie 
wrapped? Did your body 
just rebel against you? 

It sucked. I tried to keep lifting 
and keep training. I couldn’t 
keep my body at the same 
level, because you’d have to 
train four or five hours a day. 

It was a withdrawal. All of a 
sudden you’re back to this 
unstructured life.

After not releasing any new 
music for more than 20 years, 
The Pixies dropped EP1 in 2013 
with veiy little lead-up time. 
The band did it again last Fri¬ 
day with EP2, four rocking new 
songs from the same sessions 
that yielded EP1, produced by 
Gil Norton. 

Singer Black Francis says 
that doing a “sneak attack” re¬ 
lease seems like the most logic¬ 
al way to put out music in the 
ever-changing digital era, an 
era that finds The Pixies facing 
a lot of internal adjustments as 
well. He says the events of the 
past year have functioned in 
essence to “change our whole 


paradigm, basically.” 

Founding bassist Kim Deal 
quit the band earlier in 2013, 
and the remaining members 
sacked replacement Kim Shat- 
tuclc this fall. The Pixies singer 
says he was surprised with how 
newsworthy the splits with 
both Kims were. 


In conversation, the man 
who became known for ciyptic 
lyrics that went from whispers 
to shouts within seconds can 
go from jovial to frustrated in 
just as little time. What some¬ 
times initially reads as a harsh 
reaction is often tempered by a 
laugh. 


What was behind your idea 
to release your first new 
music in 20 years without any 
announcements leading up 
to it? 

I suppose it has to do with the 
digital distribution of music, 
more than anything, and the 
digital distribution of news 


and publicity statements, 
for that matter. Eveiything 
happens quickly and you 
don’t need a record company. 
You don’t even really need a 
publicist! That doesn’t mean 
that you don’t use these kinds 
of people, but you can do 
eveiything from your iPhone, 
in theoiy. 

When you release announce¬ 
ments like that one and 
when you released EPi, did 
you keep pressing "refresh” 
on your Internet browser 
all day to see what kind of 
impact you were making? 
Not me, personally. I don’t 
think anyone in the band 
watches this from a busi¬ 
ness point of view, in terms 
of the things that you could 
monitor. 

We know that our man¬ 
ager monitors all of these 
kinds of things and what he’s 
able to put into a nice, concise 
email, he’ll put it in and say: 
“So, you know that release 
thing that we did a while ago? 
Here’s what happened: You 
sold five copies in Egypt, 100 
copies in Canada, 500 copies 


in the U.S.A.,” and he’ll give 
us the whole breakdown. 

As far as musicians are 
concerned, we’re pretty 
content to see what the buzz 
is, based on what our Twitter 
feed looks like, or whatever 
feed the various band mem¬ 
bers are tuned into. That’s my 
particular preference, Twitter. 
I don’t have any use for the 
Faceboolc thing. I participated 
in that for some years, but I 
just found at the end of the 
day it was too annoying. So 
I got rid of my Faceboolc ac¬ 
count. 

I’ve heard EP2 now and it 
does seem like the original 
intention was to do a full 
length album when you 
guys recorded both of these 
EPs, because they definitely 
sound like birds of a feather. 
Yeah. I mean, it’s a season’s 
worth of music. You go into 
the studio for a couple of 
months and you make a so- 
called record, whatever that 
is. You make a pile of songs, 

15 songs, 20 songs, some¬ 
thing like that. Bigger than a 
breadbox!

One of my favourite dinners 
for the family is a lean sliced 
steak with a tasty sauce and 
a salad to start your meal. 

You can enjoy meat at 
least twice a week and still 
eat healthy — providing 
you’re eating the right cut 
of beef. My go-to steak is 
flank since it’s tender, lean 
and quick cooking. Consid¬ 
er that six ounces of flank 
steak has only five grams of 
saturated fat compared to a 
rib steak that has 14 grams. 

There’s a lot more artery 
clogging fat when you in¬ 
dulge in the fattier cut. 

If you have the time, 
you can tenderize the flank 
steak by marinating in a 
light bottled salad dressing 
or any oil and acidic ingredi¬ 
ent such as balsamic vinegar 


Ingredients 


Mushroom Hoisin Sauce 

• 1/3 cup sweet rice wine 
vinegar or mirin 

• 1 1/2 tsp Chinese five-spice 
powder 

• 1/3 cup hoisin sauce 

• 2 tbsp toasted sesame seeds 

• 3 tbsp rice vinegar 

• 2 tbsp Low-sodium soy sauce 

• 2 tbsp sesame oil 

• l lb whole shiitake mush¬ 
rooms, cleaned with stem 
removed 

• 2 green onions, sliced for 
garnish 

• 1 1/2 Lb flank steak

or lemon juice. Add some 
herbs and spices of your 
choice. 

The steak will always be 
more tender if you can mar¬ 
inate it in the morning or 
the night before. 

If you don’t have sweet 
rice vinegar or mirin, you 
can use regular rice vinegar 
and add one tablespoon of 
sugar and heat gently to dis¬ 
solve. 

Chinese five-spice pow¬ 
der is available in the dried 
herb section of your super¬ 
market. It’s a combination 
of cinnamon, star anise, 
cloves, pepper and fennel. 

If you don’t have shiitake 
mushrooms, feel free to use 
another mushroom of your 
choice such as button, oys¬ 
ter or brown, being sure to 
cook the mushrooms until 
all the moisture evaporates. 

I love my steaks served 
medium rare, which is about 
130 F. Use a meat thermom¬ 
eter to test the doneness. 
Remember that the steak 
continues cooking for about 
10 minutes after you remove 
it from the heat, so don’t 
overcook it. 

If you want a grain along¬ 
side the steak, try brown 
rice or soba or rice noodles.

Directions 

1. Combine the mirin, five- 
spice powder, hoisin, sesame 
seeds, vinegar, soy sauce and 
sesame oil. Pour 1/4 cup of 
the sauce over the flank steak, 
letting it marinate while you 
cook the mushrooms. 

2. In a large skillet sprayed 
with the vegetable oil, saute 
the shiitake mushrooms for 
about 12 minutes or until 
tender. Add another 1/4 cup 
of the sauce and cook one 
minute. 

3. In a grill pan or barbecue 
(if you’re brave enough to 
face the cold) sprayed with 
vegetable oil, grill the flank 
steak on medium-high heat 
for about 8 minutes per side 
or until done to your prefer¬ 
ence. Let the meat sit 10 min¬ 
utes. 

4. Slice the steak against the 
grain into thin slices, scatter 
the whole mushrooms over¬ 
top, garnish with the green 
onions. 

5. Serve with the remaining 
sauce.

When you’re just getting your 
foot in the door, the hardest 
thing to contemplate is being 
fired. 

Knowing your rights and 
obligations during an otherwise 
uncertain and difficult time 
will help when transitioning 
from one job to another. The 
following is a snapshot of some 
of the issues for you to be aware 
when you’ve lost your job: 

Is the termination lawful? 

While it is the employer’s pre¬ 
rogative to dismiss employees 
at any time (by either having 
cause or providing notice or 
payment in lieu of notice), not 
all dismissals are lawful. 

It is therefore crucial to 
determine why you’ve been 
fired. If any of the following 
occurs, your dismissal may not 
be justifiable. The following re¬ 
strictions apply to Ontario only. 
Provincial laws vaiy: 

• Dismissal is based on a pro¬ 
hibited ground under the On¬ 
tario Human Rights Code, such 
as disability, age, sex or sexual 
orientation. 

• Dismissal follows a complaint 
of harassment or violence in 
the workplace. 

• Dismissal follows a complaint 


under the Employment Stan¬ 
dards Act, 2000 (ESA) including 
payment of wages and over¬ 
time pay. 

• Dismissal occurs during leaves 
of absence such as pregnancy 
leave and emergency leave, or 
immediately thereafter. 

If your dismissal is based on 
any of the above, remember 
that any legal remedy you have 
may carry a time limitation, 
so it is best that you consult 
with legal counsel or start the 
appropriate process as soon as 
possible. 


Entitlement to 
termination pay 

Your employment may come to 
an end for “just cause” or “with¬ 
out cause.” 

If you’ve been fired for 
just cause, the employer has 
ended the relationship for a 
particular reason such as theft, 
illegal activity, excessive lying, 
workplace violence or other 
inappropriate behaviour. In 
this circumstance, you’re not 
entitled to any payment as a 
result of your termination. 
These terminations are often 
contentious. It is important to 
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seek legal advice if this is the 
basis of your termination, as 
you may have been wrongfully 
dismissed. 

If you’ve been fired without 
cause, the employment rela¬ 
tionship has been terminated 
but not necessarily as a result 
of your actions. This is often 
the case where the employer is 
downsizing or where the rela¬ 
tionship just isn’t a good fit. In 
Ontario, in this case you have 
minimum entitlements under 
the Employment Standards 
Act, 2000 (ESA). 

There is an entitlement to 
notice (or pay in lieu), which is 
based on your length of service 
(one week per year of service), 
and is currently capped at eight 
weeks’ compensation. 

In some circumstances, you 
may also have a right to statu¬ 
tory severance pay once you’ve 
worked for more than five 
years. 


The Twitter tirade 


While this is an emotion¬ 
ally charged time, voicing 
your frustration with your 
previous employer on social 
media may not be in your 
best interests. 


• In fact, as a recently 
dismissed employee 
learned, it may result in 
a reduction to the settle¬ 
ment award they would 
have received from their 
employer. It is important 
to note that post-termin¬ 
ation arrangements are 
confidential, particularly 
when dealing with nego¬ 
tiations and settlements. 


If your employment con¬ 
tract does not restrict your en¬ 
titlements to these minimum 


standards, you may wish to ne¬ 
gotiate for a more generous ter¬ 
mination package that consid¬ 
ers your length of service, your 
age, the nature of your position 
and the availability of compar¬ 
able alternative employment. 

On top of notice or pay in 
lieu of notice, you are also en¬ 
titled to benefits for at least 
your minimum notice period 
under the ESA, so you should 
ensure that this is a part of your 
termination package. 

If you have received 
less than what you are en¬ 
titled to, you may also have 
been wrongfully dismissed.
